Washington, April 11.—Almost the 
entire “insurgent” strength of the

Verdict Reached in Sen- 
sational Murder Case. 


Dr. Miller, Who Was Accused 
of Being Too Intimate With 
Mrs. Sayler, Killed Latter’s 
Husband, Wife Looking On. 
Both Guilty of Manslaughter. 


Watseka, Ill., April 11.—Dr. W. R. 
Miller and Mrs. J. B. Sayler, Whose 
names have been coupled in the Sayler 
murder trial, today were found guilty 
of manslaughter for the slaying of J. 
B. Sayler, of Crescent City, husband of 
the woman, last July. John Grunden, 
medicine vender, from Oklahoma, and 
father of Mrs, Sayler, wags acquitted. 

Punishment was fixed by the jury in 
Dr. Miller’s case at 12 years’ impris- 
onment in the penitentiary, while im- 
prisonment for three years was al- 
lotted to Mrs. Sayler. 

Trial Lasted Nearly a Month, 

The trial, which occupied nearly a 
month, came to a speedy close. The 
Semeral expectation was that the jury, 

hich had been deliberating more than 
36 hours, would disagree. Late in the 
afternoon, when more than ten ballots 
had been taken, agreement was reached 
On the manslaughter verdict against 
Dr. Miller and Mrs. Sayler and of ac- 
quittal for her fathex, 

Then came a pause* while the length 
of sentence to be imposed was deter- 
mined. Shortly after 3 p. m.. the de- 
fendants, their counsel, the state’s at- 
torney and his aide, entered the court 
room and the jury was brought in. 

Girl Wept by Mother. 

Golda Sayler sat beside her mother. 
Mrs. Sayler. She wept as she entered 
the court room. When the verdict 
finding Mrs. Sayler guilty was read, 
She threw herself into the arms of her 
daughter and sobbed convulsively. 
Mrs. Miller clung weeping to her hus- 
band and he clasped her to him. 

Attorney Fred P. Morris made the 
formal motion for a new trial for the 
prisoner. State’s Attorney John P. 
Pallissard agreed to the setting the 
motion for argument. 

For the first time since he was ar- 
rested, Dr. Miller felt the grip of hand- 
cuffs as he was taken from the court 
room to the county jail after an af- 
fecting farewell] to his wife. 

Mrs. Sayler, somewhat recovered 
frcm her emotion, walked unshackled 
to the cell which has been her home 
for many months. John Grunden, with 
squared shoulders, went § from the 
courthouse a free man. 

Alleged Itnatimacy. 

The crime of which the defendants, 
Dr. Miller and Mrs. Sayler, were guilty, 
was the slaying of J. B. Sayler, in the 
perlor of his home. The state in the 
trial. brought out much evidence con- 
cerning alleged intimacy of Mrs. Say- 
ler and Dr. Miller and scoffed at the 
plea of self-defense advanced together 
with the story of the defendants that 
Mr. Savier precipitated his death by at- 
tecking Dr. Miller with a hatchet with- 
out provocation. 


H. L. Bray Dies From Wounds. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 11.—Henry 
L.. Bray, the second money lender who 
was involved in the imbroglio which 
last night resulted in the death of 
Money Lender Bean at the hands of 
Ben Hooks, died this morning at the 
hospital to which he had been taken.

TINGLING WITHSHAME 


So Hughes Declares in Message, 
and He Urges Legislature to 
Begin an Investigation That 
Will Purge and Purify, and 
Will Stop Bill-Killing and 
Law-Getting. _

April 11.—Declaring 
that the recent revelations in the 
Allds-Conger bribery inquiry and the 
facts brought out in the insurance in- 
vestigations by Superintendent of In- 
surance Hotchkiss, ‘‘have caused every 
honest citizen to tingle with shame 
and indignation and have made ir- 
resistible the demand that every 
proper means should be employed to 
purge and purify,’”’ Governor Hughes 
sent a special message to.the legisla- 
ture tonight recommending “an 
mediate, impartial, thorough and un- 
sparing investigation into legislative 
practices and procedure and into. the 
use of corrupt or improper means for 
the promotion or -defeat of legisla- 
tion.” 

Accompanying the mesgage was a 
pieliminary report of suffrintendent 
Hotchkiss outlining the fag® develop- 
ed at the fire insurance mvestigation 
in New York and setting forth the dif- 
ficulties encountered in following up 
the various leads which have been 
uncovered. 

The superintendent says 
Stacles apparently insuperable 
developed in the course of the in- 
quiry. These, in his judgment, war- 
rant further investigation, but he has 
ne power to pursue them and there- 
fore. has laid the facts thus far de- 
Veloped before the governor for action. 

What Goverraor Hughes Says. 


The governor says in part: 

“it is the high privilege of the legis- 
lature, in the discharge of its obliga- 
tions to itself and to the people of 
the state, to follow the salutary action 
already taken in its upper branch by 
a_propriate steps for the exposure and 
destruction of combinations and con- 
spiracies against the just use of the 
law-making power and by providing 
suitable protection against the recur- 
rence of such abuses. Thig is a 
promising opportunity to pursue the 
opening trails of corruption, to reveal 
illicit methods and agencies, to un- 
cover the perfidious influences which 
have dishonored the state and thus 
to aid in securing the wholesome ex- 
ercise of its beneticient authority. 

“It is the unquestioned prerogative 
of the legislature to inquire into the 
course of legislation, the integrity of 
legislative procedure and the means 
by which its action has been procured 
or frustrated. The legislature is en- 
titled to know how, wherein and by 
whom it has been deceived and its 
powers perverted. 

Expose Illicit Intercourse. 


“Important as will be the whole- 
some and corrective influence of pub- 
licity with respect to these matters, 
the purpose and result of inquiry ex- 
tend beyond the bounds of mere dis- 
closure. No subject deserves mote 
thorough consideration to the end that 
the opportunities of those who are 
willing to buy legislative favor or to 
use representative powers for personal 
profit should be limited to the utmost 
degree. It may be impossible wholly 
to eradicate these evils, but to 
the extent that the nature of 
the illicit intercourse is under- 
stood and the methods and i. in- 
strumentalities which have been 
successful are exposed, there may be 
intelligent effort at remedial action 
through both statutes and legislative 
rules. The time is ripe, in my judg- 
ment, for a full and painstaking inf 
quiry to expose the 4vorst of public 
wrongs and to prepare the way for 
needed improvements in our laws and 
legislative processes. 

Searching Probe Wanted. 


“I. therefore, recommend an immedi- 
ate, impartial, thorough and unsparing 
investigation into legislative practices 
and procedure, and into the use of 
corrupt or improper means for the pro- 
motion or defeat of legislation, such in- 
quiry not to be limited to, but suit-

Superintendent Hotchkiss, in his re- 
port, says the reS8ult of the investiga- 
tion thus far warrants the statement 
that legislative expenditures in New 
York by insurance companies were 
particularly conspicuous in the years 
1901, 1903, 1904, 1905 and 1909, and 
notably significant in two or three of 
such years.

DOCTOR URGED WOMAN 
TO RUNAWAY WITH HIM 


She Indignantly Rejected the 
Proposal and Then He Shot 
Her and Himself---Woman Is 
Severely Wounded and the 
Physician Is Dying---Wave of 
Crime.

Pittsburg, Pa., April 11.—Dr. Marks 
W. Blackburn, a member of a promi- 
nent and wealthy family, is dying, and 
Mrs. Violet Getty, who rejected his al- 
legwed advances, is severely wounded, 
from shots which Blackburn fired in 
a rooming house on Ninth street to- 
night. 

Story of Woman in Case. 

Mrs. Getty is said to be the wife of 
a practicing physician at Hyndman, 
Pa. At the Allegheny hospital, where 
she lay with a bullet wound in the 
shoulder tonight, she said Dr. Black- 
burn had called at the house where 
she roomed, this afternoon and made 
& proposal that they elope. She re- 
jected his advances, she said, and he 
left, but returned again early this eve- 
ning. 

She was sitting on the porch at the 
time and dashed into the house when 
she saw him coming. She took refuge 
in the dining room, but Blackburn saw 
her through a glass panel in the door 
and through it he fired two shots, The 
first went wild and the second struck, 
rMs. Getty’s right shoulder. 

He Then Shot Himseelif. 

Blackburn then went to the fromsé 
door and sent a bullet into his own 
temple. At the hespital where he was 
taken, it was said his death was only 
@ matter of hours. 

Blackburn is the son of Mrs. R. M. 
Blackburn, of Wilson, a suburb of 
Pittsburg, and the family is one of the 
oldest and wealthiest in that section. 
He is about thirty-five years old and 
had studied to be a dentist, but al- 
though he got his degree he is not 
known to have practiced. Instead,-he 
was employed recently ag a superin- 
tendent of a coal mine at Kaylor, Pa. 
Three brothers who visited the hos- 
pital to see him tonight would make 
no comment on the shhoting. 

Classmate of Woman’s Husband-~ 

Dr. W. EK. Getty, husband of Black- 
burn’s intended victim, was a class- 
mate of Dr. Blackburn in the dental 
college about five years ago. . They 
were at that time almost inseparable 
companions, Mrs. Getty is 23 years 
old. 

The tragedic elopement proposal of 
Dr. Blackburn adds to an already un- 
usual list of recent crimes in Pitts- 
burg. A similar case, in fact, oc- 
curred only last week, when John 
Walsh, an insurance agent, killed him- 
self, following an attack upon Mrs. 
Margaret Ryan, of Chicago, in a room- 
ing house in Wtlkinsburg, a suburb. 
The woman is atill in a critical condi- 
tion. 

Pittsbarg’s “Crime Wave.” 

The murder of two men by bank rob- 
being bandits in McKees Rocks; the as- 
sassination of a missionary worker on 
his way from church in Wood’s Runes 
yesterday and many minor shooting 
affrays and suicides constitute a 
“crime wave” for which the police 
are unable to account.

The Land Fraud Investigation. 

Why is it necessary or desirable oc- 
caSionally that the legislative branch 
of the government should proceed to 
investigate alleged frauds or miscon- 
duct of the administrative offices of: 
‘government? The answer is easy to’ 
find. 

Enormous trusts ar ereposed in the 
handé of the officers who administer 
the affairs of the federal government. 
This is true whether you take the navy 
department, with its expenditures of 
about a hundred million dollars a 
year, and it is particularly true also of 
the interior department, which has un-"* 
dér its control the vast resources af 
the United States in valuable lands 
rich in minerals, timber, water power 
and »ther great resources belonging to 
the peeple. : 

The adininistration of these depart- 
ments is in the hands of men whose 
authority is derived from the president 
of the United States. He appoints the 
chief officers, and the subordinate em- 
ployees receive their appointments from 
them, except in the case of those who 
enter the service through civil service 
examinations, and even then promo- 
tions rest in the hands of those indl- 
rectly appointed by the president or 
some cabinet officer. As one admin- 
istration suceseds another, many of 
these employees stay in office. Many 
of these offices are handed down from 
one friendly incumbent to another, and 
the affairs of the offices, are largely 
secret. The affairs of the congress, the 
the affairs of the courts, and the af- 
fairs of elective bodies are ublic, but 
the records of these administrative of- 
ficeholders and the ¢onduct of these 
administrative offices are largely se- 
cret. Thé uffairs of the congress the 
affairs of the courts and the affairs of

Looking, back on that period between 
the termimation of one’s schoo! life and 
the period at which one has arrived 
ome reviews it with a sense of one’s 
own great Shortcomings, of one’s waste 
of time, of one’s opportunities missed. 
Now, it depends on this pertod of your 
life whether you will look back when 
you_come to my age with some satis- 
faction on your life or not. No one is 
wholly satisfied with his life. The best 
of men that you could think of cannot 
have felt any complete satisfaction at 
reviewing his career. But there are 
designs and degrees of satisfaction, 
and some may look back on their lives 
with a feeling that they have taken 
advantage of every opportunity that 
offered, not merely to help themselves, 
but to help others and to furnish some 
sort of example of manhood. and in- 
dustry and truth and honesty in the 
aphere in which they have been living. 

“Now, whether you are able to do that 
Or not when you come to my age de- 
pends greatly on what you are doing 
heré today. We all buy our experi- 
ence very dearly, with pain, with an- 
guish, sometimes with our  heart’s 
blood, and yet when we try to give 
ft to those who are younger than our- 
selves they treat it with: neglect, and 
they go into the world resolved to buy 
their own experience themselves. 

“Well, I, therefore, won't offer you 
my experience, because, as I say, you 
would reject it. But there is a great 
phrase which has come down from 
the ancients, which embodies, I think, 
all that a boy at schoo! ought to wish 
to be, putting a religion aside: ‘Mens 
sana in corporé sano’—a healthy mind 
in a healthy body. 

“That is almost the secret of happi- 
ness at school] and after school, and 
yon can only get that healthy mind in 
a healthy body by working both, not 
shuffling either at sports or at work, 
but throwing your best heart and your: 
best energies into both.” 


“Kissing the Book’’ in England. 
(From The British Medical Journal.)

Washington, April 11.—Basing his 


conclusions on the auditor’s return of 
postal receipts and expenditures for 
the first half of the current fiscal year 
and on preliminary returns for the 
third quarter of the year, which closed 
March $1, Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock predicted today that the first 
year of the present administration 
would show a decrease of over $10,000,- 
000 in the deficit of $17,480,000 handed 
down from the preceding year. The 
deficit for the first half of the current 
vear was $4,072,000 as against $10,2865,- 
000 for the firat half of last year, a 
reduction of more than six millions in 
six months. 
Conducted at Profit. 

The recent publication of the audit- 
or’s returns for the quarter ending 
December 31, disclosed ‘the fact that 
the service had been conducted during 
that period at an actual profit of 
$2,115,000, the largest surplus recorded, 
it is said, for any quarter in the his- 
tory of the department. Postmaster 
General Hitchcock expressed the belief 
that the final figures for the quarter 
ending March 31, also would show a 
surplus of close to two millions. 

The final quarter of the year, that 
ending June 380, next, in which certain 
heavy expenditures for the service will 
fall, is likely, Mr. Hitchcock said, to 
show a deficit, but as expenditures are 
now running he expects that deficit to 
be exceptionally smal). 

May Wipe Out Nearly All Deficit. 

The postmaster general said he 
would not be surprised if the excess 
of expenditures over receipts for the 
entire year should fall as low as 
$5,000,000, which would mean, he said, 
the wiping out of over twelve millions 
of deficit in the period of 1 $#enths. 

The officers of the department at- 
tribute the extraordinary reduction 
shown in the rate of expenditures to 
certain radical reforms thet were in- 
troduced at the opening of the year in 
the methods of handling the postal 
business.

Reargument Comes as 
Result Death of Brewer. 


It Is Believed Court Was So 
Evenly Divided It Was Loath 
to Give Country Decision Not 
Supported by Majority of Full 
Court. 


Washington, April 11.—Unwilling at 
this time to render decisions in the 
dissolution suits against the Standard 
Oll ana the so-called “tobacco trust,” 
the supreme court of the United States 
today ordered a reargument of these 
cases. This postpones the final disposi- 
tion of the application of the Sherman 
anti-trust law to those corporations 
for weeks and probably until after 
next October. The present term will 
end about June 1. 

Caused by Brewer's Death. 

The immediate cause of the ré-as- 
signment of the cases is regarded to | 
have been the recent death of Justice 
Brewer. His death left only seven 
justices actively at work on the bench, 
as Justice Moody has been absent all 
of this term by reason of illness. 

It is believed the court will not 
advance the cases for reargument until 
President Taft has beep’ given ample 
time to fill the vacancy created by the 
death of Justice Brewer. If this 
vacancy is not filled before the senate 
adjourns for the summer, it is prob- 
able the cases will not be taken up 
again until after the first of-next 
when the. seaate meets 
again. This is based on the assump- 
tion that a recess appointee would 
violate a precedent. which has been 
unbroken for more than a hundred 
years, if He took his seat on the 
bench before being confirmed. 

Believe Court Was Evenly Divided. 

How the court stood in these cases 
is stf{ll unknown, but it is bélieved thé 
court was 80 evenly divided that it 
was loath to give the country a de- 
cision not supported by a majority of 
a full court, which would be five mem- 
bers. 

The fact that the ‘corporation tax 
cases were not set for reargument is 
taken to mean that a decision will be 
announced on them soon. 

The reassignment of the: big suits 
came as a complete surprise, and At- 
tornéy General Wickersham was as 
much surprised as anyone. He express- 
ed his utter ignorance of any further 
knowledge of the action of the court 
other than the bare announcement of 
its decision. 

Not Elfminated. 

When it was announced that a re- 
hearing of the cases would be neces- 
sary the conclusion was drawn that 
this decision practically eliminated Cir- 
cuit Judges Vandevanter and Sanborn

Deland, Fla., April 11.—Irvin Han- 
cuett, 14 years old, who says his home 
is in Connecticut was found guilty 
in the criminal court here today of 
the murder of Clovie Tedder, a 13-year- 
old white girl, and sentenced to be 
hanged. 

The crime of which the vouthful 
murderer was convicted, was one of 
the most brutal in the criminal annals 
of this state. He met the little girl 
while she was on her way to school 
and after she had rejected his inde- 
cent proposals, he stabbed her to death. 
Her body was a mass of knife wounds, 
one physician testifying at the trial 
that he counted about seventy-five 
wcecounds. 

Following the boy's arrest 
escaped lynching by being 
away. 

Throughout the trial he maintained 
a stolid indifference to the testimony 
and received the death sentence with 
the same demeanor. The boy made no 
defense to the crime and his attorneys 
allowed him to go on the stand and 
relate the brutal details of the murder, 
in hopes of sustaining their plea of 
insanity.

overflow corner East avenue to High- 
land avenue branch (Alaska avenue), 
$5,000; from Cleburne avenue. south 
of Williams Mill road to creek, $10,000: 
South Delta street, from near corner of 
Wylie and Leggitt’s avenue sonthwest 
to South Boulevard sewer branch, 
$10.000; from Waldo street, south of 
Glennwood avenue, east to South Boule- 
vard branch, $7,000; from Waldo street, 
south of Berne street, east to branch, 
$7,000; Woodward avenue, from Form- 
walt street to Windsor street, $5,000.

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OLD WORLD COURT GOSSIP Sz faranes 


(Copyright, 1910, for The Constitution.) 

King Albert, of Belgium, may be 
said to have inaugurated his reign au- 
spiciously. For, although barely four 
months have elapsed sinte he succeeded 
to the throne, he has already managed 
to add to the size and erea of his king- 
dom. True, the increase of territory !s 
not very great. Indeed, it probably 
does not exceed a thousand acres in 
extent. But still the annexation by 
King Albert of *"Moresnet renders Bel- 
gium somewhat bigger, and at the 
same time marks the disappearance 
from the map of Kurope of its tiniest; 
republic. 


Independence of -Moresnet. 

Moresnet, as an independent state, 
dated from the treaty of Aix-la- | 
Chapelle, and is said to have been in- 
debted for its existence, to either 
faulty charts, or else to ignorance and 
in ecnnection with the 
negotiation of the treaty, at the con- 
clusion of which it was found that 4 
slice of territory -bordering on the 
frontiers of Prussia had been over- 
looked. An additional agreement was 
therefore made, according to the terms 
of which Moresnet was declared to be 
neutral, and was later on placed under 
the joint protectorate of Prussia and 
Belgium, while the inhabitants were 
authorized to form a sort of republican 
government. 

The very existence of the latter was 
ignored by the general public until a 
few years ago, when Moresnet at- 
tracted a good deal of unenviahle at- 
tention to itself by taking advantage 
of its independence as a republic, to 
offer refuge to the various owners of 
rublic gambling establishments who 
had been driven out of Belgium, and 
in particular from the scéne of their 
profitable operations at Ostend, Spa 
and Namur, by the drastic laws en- 
acted by Belgium’s ‘parliament, despite 
the opposition of the late King Leo- 
pold. All arrangements were made 
between the tiny* republic and the 
gambling establishment owners to con- 
vert Moresnet into a second Monte 
Carlo. Hotels were erected, casinos 
constructed, and gardens laid out, in 
the most approved fashion, when, 
moved by popular indignation, the gov- 
ernments of Prussia and of Belgium, 
as ‘the two suzerain powers, suddenly 
intervened and prohibited any further 
execution of these designs, under the 
threat of driving out the gamblers by 
force, not of troops, but of German 
and Belgian police: 


Forced to Yield. 

Moresnet had no alterative but to 
vield. The anticipations of its people 
of the advent of a golden era of pros- 
perity were rudely dispelled, and the 


/mense conservatories, 


notels and casinos, which had been 
constructed for the accommodation of 
gembiers from all parts of the world,! 
remain to this day unoccupied, falling | 
into deeay, a sorry reminder to the 
people of the erstwhile republic of the 
futility of their dreams. : 

The negotiations between the Prus- 
sian and Belgian governments, made 
necessary ky their yoint action to pre- 
vent Moresnet frem developing into 
another Monte Carlo, had the ‘effect of 
leading to a discussion by these two 
powers as to the policy of the elimi- 
nation of the little republic from 
among the independent states of Eu- 
rope. , 

Offering as it did a refuge to oji- 
fenders against the civil and crimina:

the respective pretensions of Prussia 
and of. Belgium to the territory, has 
now been found in an agreement

their independence. No matter wheth- 
er they do so or not, no foreign power 
is likely to take up their cause against 
Belgium, and hence their doom may be 
regarded as sealed. 


in the Palace of Lacken. 

King Albert hds now moved, with 
his consort and his children, ‘into the 
suburban palace of Laeken, which, with 
its beautiful park,.superb gardens, im- 
its lakes, its 
underground railroad connecting the 
palace with the railroad system of 
Belgium and of the remainder of Eu- 
rope, is an altogether ideal residence 
for a sovereign. Its one drawback is 
that it lies somewhat low, but it is well 
drained, and now that it has been 
furnished anew by King Albert—Leo- 
pold during the. last year of his reign 
had sold off all the contents, leaving 
little beyond the bare waills—it is more 
delightful than’ ever before. 

Needless to add that the tron bridge 
across the street which connected the 
park of Laeken’ with the ‘grounds and 
villa of Baroness Vaughan, on the op-* 
posite side of the ‘road, "had been torn 
down, greatly to the satisfaction of 
the people of Laeken and of. Brussels. 
While it lasted. it was not merely an 
eyesore, but also a constant reminder 
to them and ig strangers of King 
Leopold's . profligacy. The Baroness 
Vaughan’s villa; too, has passed into 
other hands. For. she has sotd all 
her property in Belgium, and has 
established her. penmanent -home in 
France. 

Laeken situated about 4 oy 5 
miles from Brussels, and dating from 
the time when the Netherlands were 
ruled by imperial Austrian vicereys 
was frequently occupied by Emperor 
Napoleon, and Empress Josephine, the 
latter of whom was extremely fond of 
the place. Jt was there, indeed, that 
Napoleon signed the fateful declaration 
of war against Russia whith may be 
said to have constituted the inaugura- 
tion of his downfal]. It was partially 
burnt some fourteen years ago, when 
one of the wings was destroyed, and 
when Princess Clementine almost per- 
ished in the flames, that cost the life 
of her old governess, who had been 
with her since childhood. The damage, 
however, to the palace, was completely 
repaired by Leopold, regardless of cost. 
For if there‘ were two things about 
which he was extravagant, it was 
building, and his flower gardéns, and 
the result is that today Laeken is even 
far more beautiful and luxurtous than 
before the fire..

But Neither Will Tell 
the Public Anything. 


Deposed Chief Forester and the 
_Ex-President in Conference 


‘for Long Time, but Neither | 


Will Give Out Anything---Pin- 
chot to See Roosevelt Again. 


Porto MauriZio, Italy, April 11.—Gif- 
ford Pinchot, the former chief forester 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, whose interview with the 
ex-president has been looked forward 
to with great interest, spent the en- 


tire day with Mr. Roosevelt, but what) 


passed between them is a secret. 

Mr. Pinchot arrived at the Carew 
villa before 9 o'clock in the morning. 
‘He remained for lunch and accompa- 
nied Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss 
Carew on a five-hour exeursion into 
the mountains. They had dinner to- 
gether-also, and the former forester 
did not return to his hotel until short- 
ly before midnight. 

Pinchot Wouldn’t Talk. 

Mr. Pinchot, when seen at the villa, 
Just before dinner, declined to say what 
he had communicated to the ex-presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt’s prediction 
a few days ago that neither would 
have anything to give out concerning 
the meeting’ proved to be correct. 

Mr. Roosevelt's secretary, however, 
gave to the anxious newspaper men a 
long and graphic account of how the 
party drove through the olive orch- 
ards of picturesque Carmagna valley, 
then climbed six miles up the winding 
road to the famous little chapel, once 
visited by Charlemagne on his way to 
be crowned at Rome, which contains 
interesting relics of the old Mediter- 
rean galley slaves and the votive of 
ferings of sailors; also how enthusi- 
astic the villagers were as the party 
was returning, crowding about the car- 
riage and fairly deluging it with wild 
flowers. 

Without a Smile. 

But when pressed about the subject 
of the long conversation between Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Pinchot, the secre- 
tary announced, without a smile, that 
it consisted largely of reminiscences 
and hunting stories, gravely convey- 
ine the information that Mr. Pinchot 
was almost as good a shot as his for- 
mer chief. 

Mr, Pinchot will see the ex-president 
again tomorrow and expects to leave 
here in the evening for Zurich, where 
he is to meet an old forester friend. 
From there he will go to England to 
visit Sir Horace Plunkett, of the de- 
partment of agriculture in Ireland. He 
will sail for New York on the steamer 
Baltic, April 30. 

When Mr. Roosevelt got back to the 
villa this evening he found two Fran- 
ciscan friars in long brown cowls, 
who had come to present their re- 
spects. Ex-Mayor Phelan, of San 
Francisco, telegraphed from Monte 
Carlo this afternoon that he will call 
on Mr. Roosevelt tomorrow. ‘The lat- 
ter, when informed of the exchange of 
telegrams between the Mayor of Porto 
Maurizio and President Taft, said he 
appreciated highly both the municipal- 
ities’ expression and 
reply. .

Shortly before dusk secret’ service 
police who were detailed to guard Mr. 
Roosevelt arrested a suspicious indi- 
vidual prowling about the villa. At 
the police station, where he was locked 
up pending investigation, he gave the 
name Magagno and said he was a na- 
tive of Bologna. He explained that he 
was a barber and had been working 
in Nice, where he learned a little Eng- 
lish. A letter found in his possession 
was addressed to Mr. Roosevelt, asking 
for a position as a valet. 

The police believe the man is de- 
mented and will hold him until the 
story of his identity and record can be 
* established.

Kansas City, April 11.—Thirteen of 
the forty-seven jurymen from whom 
twelve men will finally be chosen to 
try Dr. B. C. Hyde on a charge of 
murdering Colonel Thomas H. Swope, 
the uncle of his wife, were selected 
during the opening session of the trial 
im the criminal court today. 

Presiding Judge Ralph 5S. Lutshaw 
tonight remanded more than fifty ve- 
niremen who have not been examined 
to the custody of the county marshal, 
and instructed them not to discuss the 
case or read newspaper articles relat- 
ing to it. 

Mother-in-Law Is Prosecuting. 

Mrs. Logan O. Swope, who is respon- 
sible for the prosecution of Dr. Hyde, 
met her daughter, Dr. Hyde's wife, 
in the court room today, but they did 
not speak to each other. This was 
the .first time they had seen each 
other since last December 18, when 
Mrs. Swope ordered Dr. Hyde from 
her house, and Mrs. Hyde, 
her mother’s charges against the phy- 
sician, left the house with him. On 
March 7, while Dr. Hyde was tem- 
porarily in jail, Mrs. Swope called at 
her daughter’s home, but was refused 


admission. 
Dr. Hyde displayed keen interest in 


‘the selection of jurors today, but took 
no active part in the sifting out of 
the veniremen. He seeined to be in 
the best of spirits and when humorous 
situations arose he joined in the 
laughter. 
Sketch of Case. 

Swope died October 3, last. His 
certificate gave apoplexy as the 
of death. Dr. Hyde was in at- 
tendance.

The motive for the alleged 
says the state, was to obtain wealth. 
By the t®rms of Col. Swope’s will, 
Mrs. Hyde was to receive a share of 
her uncle’s property and some money. 
Desiring to hasten the settlement af 
the estate and also to prevent certain 
changes, which the colonel had 
planned, from being made in the will, 
Dr. Hyde,’ the state will. attempt to 
prove, killed the aged capitalist. 

The indictment upon which Dr. Hyde 
is being tried is for first degree mur- 
der. It was vcted against him on 
March 5. At the same time ten other 
indictments were returned against the 
physician. One charges first degree 
murder Chrisman Swope, a nephew 
of cog Swope, by administering 
poison to him, 

An indictment for manslaughter was 
voted accusing Dr. Hyde of negligently 
killing James Moss Hunton, a cousin 
of Colonel Swope, by bleeding him. 

Eight Other Indictments. 

The eight remaining indictments 
charge the physician with attempting 
to poison Misses Lucy Lee Swope, Mil- 
dred Fox, Sarah Swope, Georgia Comp- 
ton, Nora Belle Dickson, Stella Swope, 
Margaret Swope and Leonora Copridge. 
All of these people were attacked by 
typhoid fever when it was prevalent 
in the Swope home, and it is averred 
Dr. Hyde caused their illness. 

No indictment but that one relating 
to the death of Colonel Swope enters 
the’ case which went on trial today, 
however. .

The new Forsyth street theater, built 
by the company promoted and headed 
by Edwin Ansley, first leased to Ben 
Kahn, and now in the hands of the 
Wells-DeGive interests on long lease, 
had its opening last night, a capacity 
audience being present.

About the House. ,. 
The color scheme of the new house 


is of white and green. The general 
appearance is a most pleasing one. 
'The suggestion of congestion is domi- 
nant. In this the house strongly re- 
sembBles many New York structures, 
where the conservation of space is a 
necessity. 

The boxes are a striking feature. 
They are much higher up than those 
in the usual house. Another unusual 
feature is the arrangement of the 
aisles. There are five, the central one 
ending about two-thirds of the way 
down the house toward the stage. The 
other aisles run down to the orches- 
tra pit. The stage is not so wide and 
not so deep as the one at the Orpheum. 
The pit accommodates a trifle over 600 
and the entire house about 1,500. The 
balcony seats are very desirable, prob- 
ably the first row or two arefthe best 
in the house. On any row from the 
front to the rear of the house, the 
stage, and the actors upon it, can be 
seen with equal ease. Seats in the 
pit will probably prove more desirable 
than those in the stage boxes.

‘There was a crush at the box -en- 
trance to the house about 8:20 o’clock, 
which could have been avoided by 
opening two ors and putting on an 
extra doorkeeptr. Some of the ushers 
seemed a little @azed by the opening. 

The bill was/of a nature easily put 
together. Skill was shown in the. 
placing of the acts, the general ef- 
fect as a result being a most pleasing 
one, and sending out a well satisfied 
audience. Four acts showed in one 
and only two required full stage. 

In the opinion of a large percentage 
of the audience the honors should go 
to the first act, a most unusual thing, 
since the first number is usually a 
time-Killer.

STRIKERS IN A RIOT 

AT ROEBLING MILLS 
Resorted 


Measures---Many Strikers 


Police to Drastic 


Injured. 


Trenton, N. J., April 11.—The most 
serious riot of the Roebling strike oc- 
fcurred this afternoon when between 


1400 and 500 of the Italian strikers con- 


gregated about the plant of the Ameri- 
can Cigar Company and endeavored to 
get the girl employees to go ouf on a 
sympathetic strike. 

A squad of police in charge of Serg- 
eant Zenker, was detailed to disperse 
the crowd. Bricks and other missiles 
were hurled at the police. Sergeant 
Zenker was struck in the back and 
knocked unconscious. Police had to 
resort to drastic measures and fired 
severa] shots, but injured none of the 
strikers. 

About fifteen of the Italians were 
placed under arrest. Some of the men 
taken into custody are suffering from 
brcken heads as a result of the melee. 

The 2,000 strikers at the Roebling 
mills tonight refused a proposition of 
the company tnat they return to work 
for $1.42 a day with the privilege of 
doing piece work, which the company 
contends woulg enable the men to 
make $1.50 to $2.00 a day. The men 
refused to consider any proposition 
except a straimht wage scale of $1.50 
for a 10-hour day and the settlement 
of the strike scems as far distant as 
ever.

SHOWN IN STOCKS 


‘Result of Reassignment of To- 


bacco and Standard Oil 
Cases by Court. 


New York, April 11.—There was 
a sudden spasm of ectivity inthe stock 
market today upon an announcement 
of the reassignment for reargument, 
before the supreme court, of the Amer- 
ican Tobacco and Standard Oil cases. 
The action of the market reflected the 
assumption that an advantage for the 
corporations had been gained. The 
buying of stocks was hurried and ur- 
gent, and at rapidly advancing quota- 
tions. The professional bears had sold 
stocks in the early dealings On a ru- 
mor that a decision adverse to the 
American Tobacco Company would ‘be 
handed down today. This mood of the 
speculation had been aggravated by 
the speech of the attorney general in 
Chicago, on Saturday night, and by 
the intention there announced to ex- 
tend the scope of government prosecu- 
tions of corporations to the bitumt- 
nous coal] combination and, inferential- 
ly, to others. It was gathered that 
the government’s program was based 
largely on the outcome of the two 
cases now postponed, and the an- 
nouncement caused revulsion of the 
sentiment from the depression caused 
by the attorney general’s announce- 
ment. 

The impression made on specula- 
tive sentiment was of an increased 
chance for a final judicial opinion ad- 
verse to a radical interpretation of the 
anti-trust law. 
counsellors of the corporations in- 
volved conveyed the same impression, 
The delay, in itself, which must now 
occur in reaching a final decision in 
the cases, was accepted as a measure 
of relief’ from the condition of sus- 
pense that the weekly expectation of 
a possible decision has held over the 
stock market. For those who have 
held that the immediate suspension 
of this question has been a repressive 
tnfluence on enterprise and business 
in fields widely remote from mere 
tock market activities, the changed 
condition was regardeq hopefully and 
as likely to release some wholesome 
activities in commercial and industrial 
circles. Other considerations were 
submerged by the importance attached 
to the position of the anti-trust cases. 
Professional operations had discovered 
evidence of an oversold condition of 
the market, resulting from last week’s 
depression. Bidding for stocks to test 
the market revealed e small floating 
Supply offering. A stronger technical 
condition was inferred from this. The 
dropping tendency of grain and cotton 
prices gave force to favorable augeries 
of the crops. Further needed showers 
in the winter wheat belt strengthened 
this impression. 

{nterest rates from time. loans were 
advanced again, and the call loan rate 
Started the week at 3% per cent, in- 
fluenced both by the bank statement 
of Saturday and the belief that further 
gold shipments would be made for this 
week’ teamers. None were announced 
today, and the foreign exchange rate 
showed a yielding tendency. The fact 
that the Bank of England secured the 
bulk of the South African gold arriv- 
ing tn London without competition, 
bore on the situation. The statement 
of agricultural exp@rts from March 
showed an increase in value, but a fall- 
ing off in amount of cotton exports 
from the normal in our export trade, 
which-.has been glaring for many 
months.

Attempted to Draw a Gun on 
Edgar Wade. 


Cordele, Ga.,. April 11.—(Special.)— 
Ashburn McDonald, colored, was shot 
and instantly killed last night by 
Edgar Wade, on the plantation of 
Joe Williams, a short distance outside 
the city limits.
